Citizens :—I have attended to my duty as your school com- 
mittee according to my ability. My connection with the school 
interests on the whole has been pleasant. In laying this re- 
port before you I shall give it as concisely as possible, consist- 
ent with perspicuity. I have visited the schools more times 
than the law requires. You will see further on that not much 
fault has been found with the scholars or teachers, but have 
found reason to speak commendatory of them. I have less 
praise and morecensure for the parents and voters. <A large 
part of the school houses are unfit for school use. They are 
too cold, endangering the health of your children; too small 
for good results; blackboards almost useless; destitute of 
maps, charts, globes, dictionaries, and very much out of repair. 
In some few cases the children were destitute of suitable books. 
A thing that is worth doing at all is worth doing well. 
I have introduced some new books, viz.: Swenton’s Language 
Lessons, Meservey’s Book-keeping, Brown’s Physiology, Man- 
son’s Spelling Blanks, and the Spencerian Writing Books, 
the two latter have been legally adopted. Ihave taken much 
pains in the selection of these books, have got them at 
the introductory prices, and have sold them for the same, there- 
~by saving to the parents many dollars. 
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Some of the results occasioned by the change you made in 
the division of school districts, reducing them from 14 to 9, 
may be seen from the following facts: In district No. 4 there 
have been this year 24.6 weeks of schooling ; last year there were 
14.1 weeks, therefore giving the children of this district 10.5 
more weeks of schooling this year than last. District No. 10 
of last year, which was united with this district, had 9.6 more 
weeks of schooling. this year than last. District No. 56 has 
had 8.6 more weeks’ District No. 6, 3 more weeks. Dis- 
trict No. 9,9 more weeks; No. 14 which was united with this, 
had 4 more weeks ; those belonging to No. 8, which was united 
with No. 9, had 8 more weeks. In No. 10 there have been 11 
more weeks; No. 12, uniting with this, had 9 more weeks. 
Thus you see that these districts have had very much more 
schooling under your present plan. The 4 districts whose 
bounderies were not changed were less fortunate as a whole. 
No. 1 had 38 more weeks; No. 2, had 4 more; No. 3 had 1.6 
weeks less of schooling; No. 8 had 3 weeks less. 

The town appropriated one hundred dollars more for school 
purposes this year than last, and this in addition to the change 
in apportionment has of course given some districts much more 
schooling than others, but had it been as last year, the results 
to the school interest would have been over and above that of 
the preceeding year, for it will cost less to support 9 schools 
than 14. I therefore recommend that those districts that can- 
not be well united with other districts, shall by appropriation 
receive enough money to prolong these schools to proper 
lengths. It has been said by some, that some of the districts 
are so large that some of the children have to far too walk, and 
therefore were kept at home on: this account. I know of only 
four kept at home on this plea, and these only a part of the 
time. 


District No. 1. 


Miss Laura B. Sanporn the teacher of this school has had 
very much experience in this line of work. Was much pleased 
with the interest she manifested in the school, and especially 
with the beginners. She seemed to be very popular with the 
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pupils, and the citizens. The school was very quiet. The 
terms were prosperous and pleasant. Roll of honor, Ist term:

District No. 2. 


There were two terms of school in this district, each taught 
by Miss Jennie S. Barney, of Grafton. Miss Barney is a 
good scholar and has a good way of imparting instruction. The 
order was excellent; the scholars studious ; the school prosper- 
ous.

‘There was more than ordinary inter- 
est manifested by the scholars in their studies, and the results 
very satisfactory. Miss Nelson is quiet and unassuming in her 
appearance, and was strictly devoted to the welfare of the 
school.

Distrricr No. 4. 


This school of three terms was taught by Asa W. Drew, of 
Ashland.

As a teacher he is decidedly a 
success, but a poor disciplinarian. The scholars were very 
restless, and some disorderly. Yet in spite of the bustle the 
teacher succeeded in greatly interesting them in a search for 
knowledge. It is probably not too much to say that they were 
never so thoroughly aroused in their ideas of things, as under 
his masterly instruction. The light, instruction, inspiration 
they received, is a blessing beyond computation. Roll of hon-

She seemed to be impartial, being as ‘enthu- 
siastic and faithful to the primary classes as to the older ones. 
The school was very quiet and interested in their studies, 
before she had long been in it, and the progress was a marked 
success. I do not think she left the scholars as enthusiastic 
for knowledge as Mr. Drew, but in other respects it was as sat- 
isfactory.
